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1 PURPOSE 

The purpose of this report is to inform Council and all other relevant stakeholders about the 

Municipality’s Draft Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan (SDBIP) for the 2013/2014 

financial year. 

2 LEGISLATIVE REQUIREMENTS 

(a) The SDBIP is defined in terms of Section 1 of the Municipal Finance Management Act 
(MFMA), no. 56 of 2003, as well as the Municipal Planning and Performance Regulations, 
2001. The format of the SDBIP is prescribed by MFMA Circular 13. 

(b) Section 41(1)(e) of the Municipal Systems Act (MSA), no 32 of 2000, also prescribes that a 
process must be established of regular reporting to Council. This process is detailed in the 
Revised Performance Management Policy Framework of the Municipality. 

3 DRAFT SDBIP 2013/2014 

(a) The SDBIP consists of a Top Layer and a Departmental Plan for each individual Department. 

(b) The Top Layer SDBIP measure the achievement of performance indicators with regard to the 
provision of basic services as prescribed in Section 10 of the Local Government: Municipal 
Planning and Performance Regulations of 2001, National Key Performance Areas (NKPA) 
and strategic objectives as detailed in the Integrated Development Plan (IDP). The Top Layer 
SDBIP has been approved by the Mayor and any adjustments required to the targets will be 
submitted to Council for the necessary approval. 

(c) The Departmental SDBIP’s measure the achievement of performance indicators that have 
been determined with regard to operational service delivery within each department and have 
been aligned with the Top Layer SDBIP. The Departmental Plans have been approved by the 
Municipal Manager and any adjustments required are approved by the Municipal Manager. 

(d) The sections below illustrate the draft Key Performance Indicators (KPI’s) per NKPA for the 
financial year 2013/2014. 

4 DISCLOSURE 

a) It must be noted that the Draft SDBIP 2013/2014 (Top Layer) is subject to change and this 
submission by no measure indicates the Municipality’s intention to adopt it as a final 
document. 

b) It must also be noted that the Municipality endeavours to align the Draft Integrated 
Development Plan as well as the Draft SDBIP 2013/2014 with the New Development Plan 
(NDP) 2030.
